JACK THOMFSON. 
Special dispatch to The Coastitution: 
LaGRanog, Ga., July 6, 1877. 

Today Jack Thompson, “the boy 
murderer,”’ expiated his crime by an igaomini 
ous death on the scafif,id at LaGrange. His 
crime isthe leastexcusableof any it has ever 
been our duty to chronicle. 


A HISTORY OF THE CAIME. 


A few days before last Chrismas Amanda aod 
Charles Miiler, two negroes, lived on Johu 
Hudson's plantation,left home to go to a distant 
part ofthe farm, leaving their two children. 
Rebecca and Melina, agrd respectively § and 2 
years, to mind the house in their absence. 

Ou returning at dinner time the parents found 
lying dead on the floor Rebecca, who was lying 
propped against the wall iu a half 
sitting position. with her face 
all blackened with powder and the whole top ol 
her head shot off, the brains and blood being 
scattered all over the wall aod floor. Melina, 
the two ye*r old giri, Was lying on the floor with 
her head crushed 1 from a heavy blow on the 
temple aud her throat cut from ear to ear, and 
the biood sti./ fl »wiug freely from the wound ; @ 
bloody case kniie was lying by her side, evident- 
ly the weapou with which the gash was made, 
The distressed parents immedi.ucly gave an 
alarm whica brought the neighbors fi cking 
from ali directious, but they were unable to ob 
tain the least possible clue to the murderer or 
the cause of the murder. Though there was no 
evidence atiainable to justify it, for 
some reason every ody thought that 
Jack Thompson, the son of 
the nearest neighbor to Mi ler was guiity of the 
foul murder—in fact public opinion was 80 
strong against him that Mr. Hudson caused him 
to be arrested on suspicion aad examined by the 
Cc »rouer’s jury. At thetrial they not only failed 
to prove av ything against him, but he succeeded 
in establishing his innoceace 8s. completely that 
the Charges were al! dismissed and he was hon 
orably aeg vitted. 

The whvule matter remaineil enveloped in 
mystery untii the day of the burial, when a 
party of negroes who still seemed satisfied that 
J.ck Thompsou was guilty of the murder, de- 
manded unit Jack shouid be broughi face to 
face with the dead and made to touch the bo ties | 
they alleging that ‘f he was really guilty of 
murder that the wuadsof the dead children 
would commence bieeding afresh the moment 
he touched them. 

At first lite attention was paid to the foolish 
demand of these supersticious negroes, but at 
last Mr Hudson agreed to make Jack undergo 
the test merely to salisfy the colored friends of 
the murdered children, Whea Jack be wd tbat 
hewould have to tudergothe test of ‘touching 
the dead bodies,’ he became very much coa- 
fused and made several lame excuses to dodge 
the test. The crowd gathered arouad the ru ie 
little pine coffins holding the remains of the 
childreu,aud waited with breathless anxiety the 
resuitof the trial. When Jack approached, he 
for the fi-st time since the first accusation was 
made agaist him, lost his wouted composure, 
al commenced trembling like au aspen 
Jeaf, showi. z great agitation. He, however, but 
not without a great struzgie and a good deal of 
hesitancy, walke! up to the coffins and touched 
both bodies, aud then, turning, left the room, 
burried b}. The negroes then huddled closer 
around the coffiusand eagerly examiued the 
dead bodies. Not fluding the blood flowing 
from the vid wouuds, they left perfectly satiefied 
of Jack's invoceuc:; but not so with the white 
men present -they had noticed the frightened 
countenance and the strange demeanor of the 
accused, aud were now morally certain that he 
was guilty of the murder. 

After a short consultation with his frpends, 
Mr. Hudvou called Jack to one Sie aud ask 
him in a very knowing way to tell him all about 
the kijling. Jack as be afterwards stated, believed 
that the wounds had bled and tha: the crime 
was fastened on him, acknowledged ¢vyerythinug 
He said that he shot Kebecca througb the heal 
with a doubie~-varreled shot-gun, because she 
struck him with a poker for refusing to go out 
{f the house when she told him w, and that he 
illed her little sister to keep her from te.liug 
on him. After he had killed them he says that 
he walked over home and saton the fence and 
watched the crowd as they gathered around the 
dead children; theu to satisfy his curfosity he 
went into the house to hear what was going on. 
It has never been satisfactorily explained why 
be was in the house, but it is believed by many 
here that he went there for the purpose of cum>~ 
mittin’ rape on the eight-year old giri: 

At‘the next term of the superior court he was 
found guilty of murder and sentenced to be 
hang.d. His case was considered so hopeless 
that it was not carried to the supreme court, nor 
was executive clemency asked.

Lonpon, July 6.—The Siandard’s 
Oonstantinople dispatch reports thirty 
battalions of the Turkish army of Mon- 
teneyro have reached Autivaria,wience 
they embark for an uuknuwu destina- 
tion. 

The Tims has the following from 

Bucharest: It is stated here that over 
120,000 Russians have crossed the Dan- 
ube at S.muitza, with an immense train 
vf artillery, comprising some pieces of 
very heavy calibre. The enthusiasm of 
[Russian troops is very great. 
The cavalry marches twenty kilome- 
‘tres in advance of the infantry. As 
the Turks have no _ proportionate 
amount of cavalry the Russians are 
ccouring the couniry up to the foot of 
the Balkans. The Turkish outposts are 
ai Jantra, which is their present ad- 
vanced line. Thecentre of their army 
is near Rasgrad, the mght covering 
Rustchuck and the lett stretching to - 
wards Sthumla. I. is reported only 
12 000 men are left in Silistria. 

The first great battle in Bulgaria will 
probably ‘be fought on the above line 
if the Turksgive battle. It is probable 
that there will be little of interest 
from this point until anew disposition 
ot troops by both beliuigerents can be 
made. The Russian cavalry have pen- 
etraied ‘to Pioina and Loaicha, on the 
west and to () tirnova and Kabrova to- 
wards the Baikins. They appear to be 
masters of the country between the Bal- 
fkans and the Danube, and from Jantra 
to Pioina. 

The Daily Telegraph’s Erzeroum dis- 
patch says that it is unlikely, even ‘f 
the Russians are strongly reinforced, 
that they can successfully renew the 
Asiatic Campaign this year. Ten weeks 
hence the climate will preclude effee- 
tive warlare. The latest from Asia is 
a Daily News special dated at Erze~ 
roum, Thursday evening, which states 
that both armies remain inactive. The 
iiussians are evidently awaiting rein- 
jorcements. A dispatch to the Daily 
Telegraph, dated at Pera, Thursday, 
says it is reported here that the Turks 
have gained a great victory at Sistova 

A special dispatch from Vienna to 
the Daily Telegraph says: The Rou- 
manian government -bel re sending 
troops acress the Danube inquired how 
Austria would regard such a step, and 
was iniormed that as long as the Rou-

The Chattanooga Balloon Ascension. 
Chattanooga Dispatch. 
ARRIVAL OF THE VOY AGERs, 

Mr. Loveman came into our office at 
12:45 A.M., after an exhilarating trip in 
the King Carnival, and a more modest 
one behind a one horse and mule wag- 
on, making about one mile per hour. 
Mr. Loveman furnishes us the follow- | 
ing brief report : | 

THE VOYAGE OF THE KING CARNIVAL, 

We stepped into the car attached to 
the mammoth “ gas-bag”’ at 3:45 P. M. 
As soon as tue detaining rope was cut 
Chattanooga, the Stanton House, an 
the throng receded rapidly. For a few 
moments, however, we lingered near 
enough to distinguish the fuces of thoee 
who were enthusiastically cheering and 
waving handkerchiefs to us. ° 

Bat the gailant air-ship soon showed 
her mettie,and we sped rapidly into 
the upperair. In six minutes we had 
equaled the height of towering old 
Lookout. In eleven minutes we had 
reached an altitude of 3,000 feet; stil! 
every object was plainly visible. We 
eouki hear the cheering of the crowd 
and the music of the bana, and amused 
ourselves by waving copies of the Dis- 

tch at them. At 5,000 feet high the 


| oudest shout failed to reach us, and 


we turned for companionship te the 
massy clouds which were arranged in 
battle array on every side. 

Here Professor King mounted on the 
iron ring above to make an observation. 
The balloon was rushing to the skies 
at a rapid rate—6,000, 7,000, 9,000 feet 
were reached. We were above the re- 
gion of the clouds, and looked down 
upon them as inhabitants of a lower 
world. This was the highest point 
reached. Here the balloon was be- 
calmed, and we hung suspended mo- 
tionless in the air. Srhe scenery was 
magnificent—glorious. We could see 
the Tennessee winding like a silver 
thread for forty miles up stream, and 
breaking through the mountains, here 
and there in its downward course. 
Lookout Mountain was a scarcely per- 
ceptible rise, but the mountainous re- 
gions beyond, and Raccoon and Wal- 
den’s ridge presented a very bold and 
precipitous surface. The farms looked 
like pretty good sized squares of a 
chequer board,with the lines as straight 
and clear cut as if marked with-a foot 
rule and lead pencil. 

Even at this attitude we could see 
the sheaves of grain standiny in the 
fields, and the cow bell’s filled the air 
with a mellow jingling. 

IT’S PRETTY HOT IN A BALLOON. 


At our greatest height, about one 
and three-fourths of a mile, the sun 
burned almost as fiercely it burned 
the thousauds of spectators to whom we 
were still visible. 

At about seven minutes past four we 
crossed Missionary Ridge, and beheld 
the beautiful and well cultivated valley 
beyond, Graysville and Chickamauga 
in the distance. Chattanooga was out 
of sight, and we were alone and friend- 
less in a foreign country, and miles up 
in the air. 

1 suppose it would be the proper 
thing here to describe the sensations 
incident to being up in a balloon; but 
unfortunately I did not experience 
any. A person in a balloon, unless he | 
reaches agreater height than the king 
carnival attained, experiences no difii- 
culties which he does not feel on the 
earth. There is not the slightest sen- 
sation of dizziness, the pulse beats reg- 
ularly, and the rarified air does not 
atfect the breath perceptibly. 

‘Do you see the perfect circle,formed 
by our cloud companions ?” asked Prof, 
King. ‘That is an optica! illusion, in- 
cident to ballooning. Clouds alwaye 
form themselves into a close drawn cir- 
cle ard march to the attack.” 
In our condition the actual encounter 
with a cloud was by all means to be 
avoided. Our supply of gus was not 
quite adequate, and a portion having 
been drawn directly from the gasome- 
ters before having been subjected to 
refinement, was strongly impregnated 
with ammonia, and its buoyancy great- 
ly lessened, so that we couid carry but 
three small bags of ballast. We are 
now approaching a densely wooden and 
hilly country. Contact with a cloud 
would so Jessen our buoyancy that the 
balloon would have pitched headlong 
to the earth, and the #ronaut would 
have been obliged to land as best he 
could. 
Under these circumstances Prof. 
King thought it desirable to descend 
where we were. The valve was open- 
ed, the gas rushe¢ out with a roar, and 
the balloon settled majestically to- the 
earth. Here the anchor was thrown 
out, and a party of boys and men hav- 
ing collected from the fields and caught 
the drag rope, the struggles of the 
buoyant monster were overcome, and 
Prof. King and myself stepped out on 
to the good and solid earth. Our descent 
did not cause near as much excitement 
as we had looked for. All the popula-~ 
tion, we were told, had gone to the 4th 
of July, and the few who did collect 
around wouldn’t excite a bit, but acted 
as if balioons descending amongst them 
were an every dav occurrence, 
We landed on Col, R. Paris’ farm, in 
the state of Dade, about four utiles 
southwest from Graysville, and nine 
miles southeast of Chattanooga. We 
were put aboard a very fast team, 
which made the nine miles in about six 
and a half hours, and landed this cor-~ 
—— in the Dispaten office, at 
2:45. 
The lateness of the hour prevents a 
fuller report, which will ve furnished 
in the Dispatch for Sunday.

INDIGNANT MEXICO. 


The Orders to Ord Makes the Blood 
of the tireasers Boll—Minister tos- 
ter Tries te Mollity Thema. 
Havana, July 6.—An English steam- 
er have arrived from Vera Cruz, and 
brings the following : 

City or Mexico, June 30 —The gpirit 
of the order to General Urd to cross 
the Rio Grande has been misunder- 
stood by the press, which has made 
bitter attacks onthe American gov- 
ernment. The official journal 
charges the United States government 
with vioiation of treaties and inter~ 
national law, alleging the Rio Grande 
movement asa pretext for territorial 
aggrandizement, or forcing Lerdo upon 
the Mexican people. These attacks 
have called forth a memorandum from 
Minister Foster, which is addressed to 
the government and foreign represen- 
tatives. The following are the princi- 
pal points of the memorandum: The 
instructions given to Gen. Ord are nut 
the announcement of anew measure op 
the part of the United States, 
The depredations committed during 
the past four years were not common 
to both sides of the frontier. Mexico 
took no adequate and vigorous meass 
ures to prevent the depredations or 
upish the outrages. Mexico frequent-~ 
y acknowledged its inability to dis- 
charge its duty, regarding the preserva- 
tion of order on the 
Rio Grande frontier, giv- 
ing as reason interual 
dissensions. The instructions to Gen. 
Ord are misinterpreted by the Mexican 
government, therefore the declaration 
made by the Mexican minister of war 
is unwarranted in officially assertin 
that the instructions to Gen. Ord 
are in contravention of the treaties be- 
tween Mexico and the United States. 
Telegraphic dispatches announce a 
meeting tween (Generals Ord and 
Trevino at Piedras-Negras, at which 
amicable and satisfactory arrangements 
were made for the suppression of raids. 
The Mexican government insists upon 
a modification of the orders to General 
Ord, and fears are entertained that a 
modification will not be conceded.

LIEUT. THELLER’S STRUGGLE. 


A private letter states that the body 
of Lieut.

A great 
number of empty eartridges near by 
gave proof that they sold their lives 
dearly. Late Saturday some Nez 
Perces, Jratons, Spokenes and some 
other northern Indians held a council, 
about ten miles north of Coaur de 
Alene camp, on Hangman’s creek, at 
which the murderers of Ritchie were 
present. A majority ef the council 
approved the killing, and the minority 
had separated from the others and 
wanted to go back to the reservation, 
but were afraid to go, lest they should 
be attacked by the whites. The Cceur 
de Alenes offer tosend ten men of 
their number to accompany afew white 
settlers to bring in the murderers of 
Ricthie. The whites have no arms to 
spare for going witb the Cceur de 
Alenes, and a messenger is in town for 
arms. 

THE INDIANS RETREATING. 

W asHING TON, July 6.—The commis- 
sioner of indian aflairs is to-day in 
receipt of a telegram. from Inspector 
Watkins, under date of Fort Lapwai, 
2d inst., stating that the hostiles are 
falling back towards Walla Walla val- 
ley; that the troops are pressing them, 
and the northern Indians are quiet.

THE.NEW INVENTION IN TELEGRAPHY. 
We have recently published an ac- 
count of an invention in telegraphy 
made by Mr. Loring Pickering of San 
Francisco, whereby an entire page of a 
newspaper can be transmitted over the 
wires in the space of a few minutes. 
Mr. Pickering, who is now in New 
York, has had an interview with some 
one of the numerous newspaper repor- 
ters. He said he thought he had de- 
vised a method for getting cheap news 
by telegraph. The inventor then ex- 
plained thatthe western papers would 
now be able to make arrangements with 
the publishers of eastern journals to 
haveallthe news sent them very cheap- 
ly by the new process of transmission. 
The difference in time would enable 
this to be done the more readily. It 
vould be possible, too, for the New 
York journals, if they so desired, to get 
out editions in the western cities by 
having printers there, since the copy is 
delivered directly from the instrument 
in such form that it can be handed to 
them. In course of time, Mr. Pickering 
thought, it would be possibile to have a 
fac-simile of the London Times sent 
- over, but sath the current on the 
Atlantic cable was too feeble to trans- 
mit a message by his process, It will 
prove of value, in certain contingencies, 
to the associated press, An agent of 
the associated press said recently that 
it was often desirable to delay sending 
a message until all the facts in a case 
could be ascertained, and then send it 
at once. This he thought the new pro- 
cess would enable one to do, and thus 
avoid sending statements that are con, 
tradicted in later reports. It will be 
very serviceable, too,, in transmitting 
presidents’ messages,|as they could be 
sent entire, and not in small sections as 
hitherto: received. 

When questioned as to the value of 
his process in the transmission of pri- 
vate messages, Mr. Pickering explained 

_ that probably it could not be used to 
advantage for this purpose. It was de- 
signed exclusively for the benefit of 
newspapers which receive long mes- 
sages at once. He said, however, that 
as no telegraph operators are required 
at either end of the line by his method 

of transmission, and the messaye is de- 
livered already printed, there might be 
an advantage in using it for private 
messages. From the description, as 
given recently, the machine is easily 
understood. It transmits, however, 
from a level, and not simply from a 
cylindrical plate, as that description 
seemsto imply. The stereotype plate, 
of which it is desired to send a fac 
simile, is placed upon a cylinder capa- 
ble of rapid revolution. By a very 
simple process,the de pressions bet ween 
the letters are filled with non-conduc-~ 
ting material, and the cylinder and 
plate are than charged with electricity.

had on beard 1,253 persons. Of this 
number cf lives there were 1,214 saved 
and 39 lost; the number lost being about 
3 pet cert of those imperiled. The 
estimated value of the vessels wrecked 
is $1,746,464, and of ‘heir cargoes $1,- 
348 876, making a total prop-rty valua- 
tion of $3,095,331. The votal amount 
of property saved, so far as re- 
ported, is $1,554.505, and of that 
totally lost $1,053,826, leaving 
$587,000 not” yet escertained whether 
saved or lost. Upon fifty of the ocea- 
sions‘c{ disaster the life-saving service 
apparatus was successfulfy veed and 
838 persons were rescued through its 
instrumentality, in addition to which 
assistance was rendered in nearly every 
iustance in saving property by the 
crews of the life-saving stations.

1HE WASHING AWAY OF LAND. 
the 


full 


There is no tax so severe upon 
agriculturalist, or no agevey so desiruc- 
tive of agriculturai wealth, as the con- 

stant washiug away of the fertility of 
our soils. We have no data whereby 

we might compute reliably the annua! 
loss sustained by the farming interes! 
from this source, but it would doubtless 
present an array appalling io its enor- 
mity—both in the direct loss of pro 

duction and the decline in value of the 
lands. 

That there is an exceedingly large 
loss in this way, is too painfully evident 
to require discussion. But it wouid 
not, we believe, be an exageration to 
sav, that the soil of GeorgialJoses aunu- 
ally in fertility enough to produce as 
‘uch again of all crops as are produced, 
and to support twice as many people 
as are now within her _ borders. 
The con innance in 
power of a nation, depends more on 

nothing than upon retaining the feQ- 
ity of her soil—indeed will she flourish 
or decline as the productive capacity 
of her lands improves or degenerates. 
No people can remain great who are not 
agriculturally pro: perous, and no coun- 
try can retain prosperity whose lands 
are gredually but certainly becoming 
barren. It 1s a matter of history that 
the imperial glory of Rome went down 
Ler sewers to the Tiber. 

Recognizing, then, this great source 
of impoverishment, it behooves us as 
a prudent people, practicing an intelli- 
veut and improved system of agricul- 
ture, to look well and constantly to the 
correction of the evil, by steadily pur- 
suing some approved method f6r the 
recuperation of lands denuded of their 
soil by washing. There are many ways 
in which this may be done, well known 
to farmers. 

A correspondent reports a plan now 
being tried by himself, which permits 
a cultivated crop to be raised annually, 
while restoration is going on and by 
which the land receives every: third 
year a heavy application of green man- 
This is done by sowing clover on

Li leit-too long, 
the surface wil! become watery ; while 
underneath, the cream is rapidlyéyield- 
ing to corrossive acid in tue milk, and 
becomes a thin, watery substance, nei- 
taey cream nor milk. The best plan 
then is to give to the pigs A zood 
plan is to save the strippings—say a 
pint from each cow —cooling it nerfect- 
ly before putting in the cream jar; stir 
well each time new milk is added. 

In regard to working butter, there is 
a vreat difference of opinion. Experi- 
ece has taught us it should be worked 
but once. and then gently. It is com- 
posed of minute globules, which are 
crushed by too much working, tnaking 
the butter greasy. Weare notin favor 
of washiny butter, if it can be avoided; 
use pure salt which is perfectiy white 
and will dissolve in cold water, leaving 
no sediment. The brine will be per 
fectly clear, having no bitter taste 
An ounce to a pound of butter is 
enough, as too much salt destroys the 
delicate tlavor of good butter.

A. ®. WRIGHT, FORTY-SECOND DISTRICT. 

This distinguished Georgian was. born at Columbia City, Georgia 
on the 16th of June, 1813. His father, after accumulating a mod- 
erate fortune by merchandising, began to farm, and followed that 
occupation forthe last twenty-five years of his life. His mother 
was Mary McCall, and came from an old family in lower Georgia 
and Florida. 

The subject of this sketch was educated at Franklin College. He 
also attended, after graduating at this school, the Litchfield and 
Augusta law schools, where he laid the foundation of his legal 
education. 

He was first ipaavien ¢ to Miss Elizabeth Richardson, of Augusta, 
Georgia. His second wife was Miss Adaline E. Allman, of Chat- 
tooga county. 

Judge Wright has filled various important public offices. He 
was Judge of the Superior Court of the Cherokee Circuit for seven 
years. Kefore the war he was elected to the United States Con- 
gress, in which body he was distinguished by his untiring activity. 
He was an elector forthe State at large with Alexander Stephens, 
on the Douglass Presidential ticket, in 1860. Subsequently he was 
sent to the Confederate Congress, 

He was as active in the field in the Cabinet in the great 
struggle. He was Colonel of Wright’s I.egion, which was 
stationed at Savannah seven months. He resigned his command 
in the army on account of a resolution passed in secret session of 
Congress, requiring all persons holding seats in that body and also 
filling military offices to resign one or the other. 

Ilis ante bellum politics were of the Henry Clay stamp, thoroughly 
whiggish. After the war he became a Democrat and has been 
active with the party. 

His views on public questions are expressed with great clearness. 
Me is bitterly opposed to the system of making a monopoly of 
banking in the bonds of the bond-holders, and denounces it as an 
oppression to all poor men. Judge Wright is a lawyer of marked 
ability and will be found among the leading legal minds of the 
Convention.

Soon the rain began to fall and the dust was
